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Another Subtle Organization 
You Should Know About 


FEW weeks ago in these columns you were given an in- 
side dossier on The American Civil Liberties Union. 
There is another organization which looms large on occasion 
in the public prints, which you should know equally as much 
about, however. It is the so-called Foreign Policy Association. 
From time to time, when grave international events im- 
pend, the money-bund newspapers are wont to report that 
The Foreign Policy Association has held a meeting or a ban- 
quet, presided over by a list of eminent speakers, and that it 
has gone more or less on record as favoring so-and-so in the 
matter. 

Then is appended a list of “big 
names” in American affairs, financial, 
industrial, or political, that seem to 
be either speakers, members, or 
sponsors for The Foreign Policy As- 
sociation, and the effect on the gulli- 
ble public is to make it appear that 
The Foreign Policy Association is al- 
most as highbrow and sancrosanct as, 
say, the Federal Reserve System, or 
second in importance to, perhaps, the 
Department of State. 

That it may be just another Jew- 
ish scheme for getting certain inter- 
national chestnuts pulled out of the 
fire, or for influencing American 
public opinion as the Warburg’ may 
want it influenced for the emascula- 
tion of America, is of course never 
stressed, 

The average Gentile runs his eye 
down the list of speakers—or guests 
—at a Foreign Policy Association 
dinner, perceives that it reads like a 


page out of WHo’s WHo In AMERICA, scans the opinions ex- 
pressed, and carries away the impression that it comprises 
most of the intellectuals of the nation, generously augment- 
ing the State Department in an unofficial manner, in its hand- 
ling of affairs between ourselves and foreign nations. 

Now what are the facts? They are especially pertinent 
just at this time while considering the question of lowering 
the emigration bars and permitting 400,000 of Mr. Unter- 
meyer’s and Mr. Dickstein’s Galatian Jews into the United 
States to make business and economic conditions just a little 
bit worse for America’s Gentiles. The 
Foreign Policy Association seems to 
have become a sort of High Commis- 
sion for Jewish Refugees—mysteri- 
ously enough to the layman. 

Let us take a glance at it, there- 
fore, first of all through its chair- 
man. His name is James G. McDon- 
ald. And so fervent are his efforts in 
behalf of the Galatians that he is 
openly referred to as “Refugee 
Chief McDonald.” 


REFUGEE Chief James G. Mc- 

Donald has won his title by hard 
labor. No one has been more atten- 
tive to Jewish programs in this coun- 
try than has this tall speaker with the 
brogue-like accent to his propaganda. 
He has used the air, the sea, the in- 
doors, the outdoors, summer, win- 
ter, spring and fall, women’s organ- 
izations, men’s clubs, Republicans, 
Democrats, radical political organi- 
zations, old and young, rich or poor, 
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Jew and Gentile, people on this side of the ocean and people 
abroad, to promote his ideas. We say his ideas with certain 
reservations and in a journalistic sense for the moment. 
A wireless to The New York Times on October 26, 1933, 
tells us how he reached this peak of Jewish success. It reads: 
James G. McDonald, chairman of The Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion was named High Commissioner for German refugees (note 
how the word Jewish is carefully avoided and German used in- 
stead—Ed.) by Dr. Raoul A. Amador of Panama, president of 
the League of Nations Council in consultation with the British, 
Spanish, French, Italian, Czechoslovakian, Dutch and Portugese 
governments. 


The League secretariat later gave out the text of the note from 
Secretary of State Hull, accepting the League’s invitation to the 
United States, to be represented on the autonomous governing 


body that will assist the high commissioner, and promising to 
name his delegate soon. 


The choice of Mr. McDonald was well received in League cir- 
cles where he is widely and favorably known. His name, ac- 


cording to a communique, was “suggested by various groups in 
the United States and receiv 1e cordial support of the above 
named governments. 

The communique adds that “last summer he was requested by a 
group in New York, interested in the problems of refugees, to 


represent the group in Europe.” 


“For this purpose,” it continues, “he visited the various countries 
most directly concerned, particularly Germany, France, and Eng- 
land, and was in Geneva both in the Summer and at the time 
of the Assembly. 

“Officials believe that the leading role Mr. McDonald played 
in these negotiations, which led through considerable difficulties 
to the establishment of an international body to aid Jewish and 
other refugees from Germany, and the fact that he is already 
known to Berlin authorities, make him especially qualified for the 
post. Aware of how the difficulties have increased with Ger- 
many’s withdrawal from the League, they find him courageous 
in accepting the task.” 


R. McDONALD has been so active for the Jews in 

America that he probably feels at home in accepting any 
job that looks after their interests abroad. He became chair- 
man of the Foreign Policy Association in 1919. That threw 
him into intimate association with Jews and their item by item 
schedule of accomplishment both in the United States and 
abroad. But the Foreign Policy Association is actuated by 
deeper seated policies. Many of its projects are never ex- 
plained in a public way. It apparently would see America dis- 
armed and helpless. 

This Foreign Policy Association set out originally to cap- 
ture public opinion. Its name was at one time the “League of 
Free Nations.” About the time it changed its name it hit 
upon the idea that a man or woman cannot change his or her 
mind so easily if either continues to believe in the United 
States and is given the facts about this country. 

Another scheme of the League of Free Nations seemed 
to be to make money from our people while it made them 
change their opinions regarding our form of Government, its 
policies at home and abroad. 

The Foreign Policy Association which succeeded it, start- 
ed a series of luncheons. Its sponsors charged for covers 
and they made it a practice to sell standing room for those 
who wished to go and gape at either adepts or dupes there 
present. So much commercial advantage came of this plan 
that it was advocated as a money-making venture to do the 
same thing in about twenty other cities, in addition to keep- 
ing up its activities in New York where it was first attempted. 


MHIS Foreign Policy Association did not advertise: “Come 
and buy a luncheon ticket, hear our speakers, read our 
literature, look at our paying guests and you will lose faith 
in the policies of the nation.” It did not hint at the result 
to be attained. It popularized the theory of keeping our 
people confused and bewildered by presenting a strong speak- 
er on negative questions and a less trained person in most 
cases to speak in behalf of the American action and viewpoint. 
In this teeter-totter system of forum luncheon table dis- 
cussions, year by year the balance was always maintained so 
that the United States got the worst of the arguments and 
every country in the world was always right and the United 
States was the target for sarcasm, laughter, jeers, jabs, jokes 
and apologies. 

Mr. McDonald often presided over these commercial 
luncheons and came to be known as a past master in recapit- 
ulation and retort. He “rubbed in” the doctrines in favor 
of the League of Nations, The World Court, protecting the 
Jews in the War Debt situation, the Recognition of Soviet 
Russia, The Kellogg Pact, the Consultative Pact, The Lon- 
don Naval Treaty, and scores of other Jewish themes. He 
seemed to rub out attempts to defend the policies of this na- 
tion. If a person in the audience tried to clarify the discus- 
sions, either he or she was not allowed to give his views on 
account of time limit—or some other excuse or oversight pre- 
vented a full open discussion of the points involved on the 
program.

deed! 


THE Foreign Policy Association sells and distributes tons 

of literature. This literature purports to give “an un- 
biased opinion.” One can judge of its bias by the result it has 
upon its readers. 

Early in its career of mind-jazzing it appointed one of 
the largest National Councils, Committees and Boards that 
has ever been assembled. The members of this national group 
were then sent out to other national societies to carry the mes- 
sage from the parent body—the Foreign Policy Association. 
This group became apostles of any theory that the Foreign 
Policy Association desired to introduce in the nation through 
the medium of such national organizations. 


For example, one Ruth Morgan was the apostle to carry 
the technique of the Foreign Policy Association to the Na- 
tional Conference on the Cause and Cure of War—which 
meets every year in the nation’s capital. This Conference on 
the Cause and Cure of War looks to Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt for leadership. Her ideas are harmonized each year 
with the program of the Foreign Policy Association. Some 
years the Foreign Policy Association have furnished most of 
the speakers. Mr. McDonald has always taken an active part 
in tutoring the participants in the Conference on the Cause 
and Cure of War. It is reported to represent ten million 
women. The following organizations of women support it: 

The National Council of Jewish Women. 

National Women’s Conference of American Ethical Union. 

Made up of Jewish membership. 

National Women’s Trade Union League. 

Miss Rose Schneiderman of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, President. It was this organization that the Com- 


munists stated they-could use, for they already had women 
working in it. 
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National League of Women Voters. 

Miss Ruth Morgan of the Foreign Policy Association con- 
ducted a Committee in this society which spent $11,000 in 
cooperation for pacifism in the same period that $600 was 
spent to get-out-the-vote. And the Society was organized 
to specialize on voting in all its phases. It has a big fund 
left from the money given Mrs. Catt for the suffrage cam- 
paign by Mrs. Frank Leslie. 

National Women’s Christian Temperance Union. 

National Federation of Business and Professional Women’s clubs. 
Many of these women now wish to withdraw from the 
Conference. 

National Board of the Young Women’s Christian Associations. 

General Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

Protests have been filed by individuals against remaining in 
the Conferences on the Cause and Cure of War but the of- 
ficers silence these protests, for the sake of the prominence 
they enjoy, in coming to this meeting and advertising its 
policies. 

Federation of Women’s Boards of Foreign Missions of North 

America. 
In the same year that the lives of the missionaries and the 
property of the mission boards were saved by the ships of 
the United States sailing into the harbors of China to rescue 
them from the uprisings there, the Federation of Women’s 
Boards of Foreign Missions voted at the Conference on the 
Cause and Cure of War to abolish the battleship and re- 
duce all other classes of ships. 

Council of Women for Home Missions. 

American Association of University Women. 


RS. CATT once told the most radical pacifist societies 

that she thought it would be wiser for the organizations 
which had been under the spotlight of adverse publicity to 
stay out of the Conference on the Cause and Cure of War 
until the work was well started. This would prevent added 
publicity against the radicals! She said the National Confer- 
ence on the Cause and Cure of War would welcome the 
leaders of these radical organizations however, and as many 
of the membership as desired to identify themselves with any 
one of the eleven member organizations taking part in the 
Conference. 

In answer to such a general invitation, women from the 
Women’s International League for Peace and Freedom ap- 
peared in the Conference representing the W. C. T. U., the 
League of Women Voters, or any other group they selected. 
Women from the National Council for the Prevention of 
War came to the Conference with credentials from the Amer- 
ican Association of University Women. The Women’s In- 
ternational League for Peace and Freedom is on record for 
the gradual abolition of the private property right, the Rec- 
ognition of Soviet Russia, social equality for the negro, re- 
duction of all armed forces, abolition of the battleships and 
substantial reduction of all other classes of ships. The more 
extreme type of technical radical from such organizations be- 
came the floor leaders of the National Conference on the 
Cause and Cure of War. Jf they faltered at any time in go- 
ing the full way the Foreign Policy Association had mapped 
out for them, they were coached from the rear of the plat- 
form by Mr. McDonald. 


RS. CATT has thrown the power of this Conference be- 
hind the idea of getting Gentile signatures on a protest 
to be sent toGermany. This protest is to be signed by thous- 


ands of Mrs. Catt’s scholars in the Foreign Policy Association 
school of changing pee opinion. She is trying to prove that 
her pupils are far enough advanced in radical strategy to pass 
an examination in support of the Jewish program. Such a 
plan of protesting to another government is dangerously near 
criticism of another Government’s foreign and domestic pol- 
icy. Why are women so anxious to meddle with the treat- 
ment of Jews in Germany? There are suffering boys and 
girls in America and men and women worried and frightened 
now on account of the treatment they have received from 
the Jews already here. Why try to urge another influx of 
German Jews? 

The Jews who came to the United States with the War- 
burgs from 1902 to 1933 have changed the whole outlook 
for America and Americans. They obviously had a financial 
and economic plot which they wanted to work out in the 
United States and they have brought the action in rapid 
tempo on toward the climax. They would need backing 
from Gentiles to make it entirely workable. It seems to be 
for that reason that public opinion had to be created through- 
out this country in keeping with their strategies. 

Therefore the Foreign Policy Association! It has boasted 
that it has the largest mailing list in the country, reaching 
men and women who in turn influence the opinion of thous- 
ands of other people. 


HILE representatives of the General Federation of 

Women’s Clubs were at a house party given on the 
estate of a prominent New York Jew, the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation sent an emissary to get the pledge of the women 
that they would aid in organizing a Council in Washington 
to bring about the disarming of America. 

The first meeting was held in September, 1921, before 
the opening of the Washington Arms Conference in Novem- 
ber of that year. Several meetings were held. The new 
group hired a War Resister—one Frederick Libby—to act as 
Secretary. The name given to this enterprise was The Na- 
tional Council for Limitation of Armament which was soon 
changed to the National Council for the Reduction of Arm- 
ament and then it became The National Council for the Pre- 
vention of War. 

The Foreign Policy Association not only pledged the 
women in advance, it sent one of its officers to preside at the 
first meetings and granted Mr. McDonald time from his 
daily routine to shape some of the policies of the National 
Council for the Prevention of War by being its vice-presi- 
dent. The National Council for the Prevention of War 
hired Miss Rankin, the first Congresswoman to engage m 
lobbying against the R. O. T. C. the C. M. T. C., the Army 
and Navy bills, and in favor of admitting aliens to citizen- 
ship without an oath of allegiance to defend the nation! 

Thousands of dollars are spent each year to get letters 
and telegrams by the bushel heaped upon the desks of the 
men in House and Senate, in an attempt to show that the 
country should be disarmed at the request of this minority 
voice of the people. 

In such campaigns, men and women go from door to 
door and get signatures. If a woman happens to be afraid 
that the beefsteak may burn, or the baby fall out of its crib, 
before these callers leave the front door, often she signs her 
name without waiting to read the paper to which she is asked 
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to attach it. Some women have asked that their names be 
taken from such lists Dut their requests are seldom granted. 


R. McDONALD is very thorough. He has attended 

Conventions of all the large internationalist bodies in 
many parts of the world. In the United States he introduces 
the Foreign Policy Association literature to the public by hav- 
ing it on display at conferences and conventions. He speaks 
regularly over the radio on questions which are mostly 
themes of controversial latitude. 

For instance upon his recent return from Europe he 
painted a dismal picture of what the world is thinking about 
Germany. To hear him speak about Soviet Russia is to realize 
that he has spent time and thought upon methods for turning 
the tide of thought in the United States in a swirl toward 
support of the Soviet experiment. He guards his statements 
with such careful utterance that he can obviously worm out 
of his stand on the subject if it later becomes necessary. 

The Committee on Militarism in Education which is 
fighting military training in schools and colleges has apostles 
from the Foreign Policy Association to speed it on its rapid 
anti-army and anti-navy campaign. 

The administrator of Chautauqua, New York, was form- 
erly a member of the National Committee of Apostles. 
Bishop McConnell of the Methodist Church was active on 
the Board of the Foreign Policy Association with Mr. Mc- 
Donald at the same time that he was President of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in America. Bishop Mc- 
Connell also helped the American Civil Liberties Union and 
the National Council for the Prevention of War and the 
Committee on Militarism in Education. 


The Foreign Policy Association took excellent care of the 
Oriental movements in the United States. The Institutes for 
Pacific Relations, for Relations with Japan and China and 
Latin America, looked to the Foreign Policy Association for 
leadership and received it. Mr. McDonald is a member of 
the Executive Committee of the National Commission on 
American Japanese Relations and is Associated with the of- 
ficers of the Institute for Pacific Relations. 


HE Research Department of the Foreign Policy Associa- 

tion has expanded under Mr. McDonald’s administra- 
tion. It found a way to get a gift from the Rockefeller in- 
terests. This diffused literature in huge quantities all over 
the country to affect public opinion at certain critical turning 
points in the W arburg-Jewish economic and financial and in- 
ternational program. 

Mr. McDonald has loaned his genius to the advisory 
council of the League of Nations Associations. This is the 
League which has carried on silent work to get the American 
Histories revised so that all mention of military heroes will 
be stricken from the text books. About eight of the promi- 
nent history text books have been revised in this way, due to 
its action. The League of Nations Association carries its 
propaganda to practically every organization of boys and 
girls, and of young men and women and to clubs of adults. 

The theories this organization promotes center on other 
nations. If it prepares a pageant for boys and girls it gives 
much more time to Soviet Russia than it does to the United 
States! The Boys and Girls are taught to think about the 
League of Nations and other countries more than about the 


benefits of the Constitution of the United States. The prize 
winners are given trips to Geneva while the League of Na- 
tions is in session. While in Geneva the students write glow- 
ing reports of their trip so that other students will try for the 
prize the next year. Thousands do. In such maneuvers the 
viewpoint of our boys and girls is veered away from the ma- 
jority vote of this nation. Mr. McDonald and his associa- 
tions utterly ignore the fact that this nation repudiated the 
Jewish League of Nations by an overwhelming vote of the 
people. Women in their clubs have allowed Mr. McDon- 
ald’s organizations to circulate literature among them which 
helps the Jews work out their financial and economic doc- 
trines. 


HE RECOGNITION of Russia, War Debts, World 

Court, League of Nations, Mexican relations, Latin 
American conditions and a host of other topics have been 
presented with the direct purpose of swinging the people 
toward anti-American thinking. 


Mr. McDonald is a Committee Member of the Commis- 
sion on International Justice and Good-Will of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in America. Sidney L. Gulick 
has developed this Committee to a standardized international 
propaganda agency. He was employed by the Imperial Um- 
versity of Kyoto, Japan, while he was building it up to quali- 
fications! 

This Commission on International Justice and Good- 
Will has accepted money from the two-million-dollar fund 
which Andrew Carnegie set aside to be used by nineteen 
trustees in promoting internationalism. These men started 
the Church Peace Union. They recognized that the Federal 
Council of Churches was doing so much international work 
that they gave it large donations. Men from the Church 
Peace Union and the Federal Council of Churches went to 
Constance, Germany, in 1914, While there in Conference in 
August, 1914, they organized the World Alliance for Pro- 
moting International Friendship through the Churches. Be- 
fore the Conference had finished its business, the World War 
broke out and the Kaiser gave them escort to help them out 
of the country.

IDNEY L. GULICK of the Commission on International 

Justice and Good-Will of the Federal Council of Church- 
es of Christ in America is applauded by the internationalists 
and the anti-army and anti- navy and anti-military training 
supporters for his originality in sending dolls to Japan, treas- 
ure chests to the Philippine Islands, school satchels to Mexi- 
co and other gifts to special countries. The school children 
of America were asked to collect sums of money to carry out 
his plan. All the pacifist societies talked in its favor and 


wherever possible tucked pacifist literature into the school 
bags presenting their doctrines along with the gifts. Mr. 
McDonald was a Committee member of this Commission on 
International Justice and Good-Will operated by Sidney L. 
Gulick who accepted pay fro mthe Imperial University of

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Can Roosevelt Answer this 
Oklahoma W oman’s Indictment? 


S a citizen of the United States, Z look 
to my government for protection, un- 
der Article IV, Section 4 of the Con- 
stitution which assures all citizens that: 

“The United States shall guarantee 
to every State in this Union a republi- 
can form of government, and shall pro- 
tect each of them against invasion.” 

The Soviet Government, the Com- 
munist Party of Soviet Russia, the 
Third International, or the Communist 

fa International, are ‘all determined to 
averthrow the United States Government and set up a Soviet 
form of government in America, attaching the new republic 
thus formed by Communist revolution to the Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republics! 

Unrecognized officially as at present, this Soviet enemy 
of constitutional government can be prevented from accom- 
plishing its declared objective. Recognized, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment will have the privilege of carrying on a systematic 
campaign for the overthrow of this nation, and its emissaries 
will have headquarters in many localities from which propa- 
ganda will be issued under diplomatic immunity. 

England, France, Argentine, Mexico, China, and several 
other countries have had serious trouble with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment on account of such propaganda. 


S A citizen of the United States who helped elevate you 

to your high office, Mr. President, I am not willing for 

this government to place the slightest confidence in the Soviet 

Government, which repudiated its international debts after 

looting the palaces, banks, mines, and offices of wealth be- 

longing to the citizens of Old Russia, few of whom had any 
real part or sympathy in the turn-over! 

In addition, after confiscation of all lands, wealth, and 
private property without compensation, the Soviet Govern- 
ment refused to settle claims made by American commercial 
firms. 

The leaders of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
are on record as to their attitude toward treaties, obligations, 
and written promises to other governments. They exclaim: 
“Sign the treaty, but it need not be observed. Other govern- 
ments may think we mean to abide by its stipulations but it 
only gives us time to carry out our plans without molesta- 
tion.” 

Other statements declare that agreements with other na- 
tions are only scraps of paper. 

The United States Government, in recognizing Soviet 
Russia, would be recognizing a country which thus lightly 
considers its honor in dealing with such a nation. Is this the 
sort of ethics in private life which we would teach to our 


growing children? How then can our government and our 
President condone such practices abroad? 


S A citizen of the United States I realize that our nation 

has never been willing to recognize any country unless 

it had a territorial boundary. The Union of Soviet Socialist 

Republics will not admit that its area is prescribed by meas- 
urement or boundary. 

It proclaims itself to be a union of Republics conducting a 
world revolution for the purpose of annexing all other coun- 
tries to the Union as rapidly as their existing governments in 
each case can be demolished! 

They boast that they already have control over one-sixth 
of the earth’s area and are rushing their program of revolu- 
tion in more than 60 countries of the world. 

The Constitution of the Union of Soviet Republics de- 
clares that the world is divided into two camps, one the So- 
cialist, the other the Capitalist. 

In all their theorizing, they urge Communists to hate the 
United States Government as their worst enemy. This hatred 
is based on the assumption that the United States Govern- 
ment is a capitalistic government and should therefore be 
overthrown and a Soviet Government erected in its place in 
the western hemisphere. 

What is such a claim as markets for a billion dollars 
worth of our products, in the face of such a jeopardy to our 
republican institutions? Would not such be selling our birth- 
right for a mess of pottage? 

Again I ask, do you condone such ethics? 

Have you brought up your own sons to be ready to barter 
their personal integrity for trade or money gains in any such 
fashion? 


S A citizen of the United States, I desire to live in an 
economic environment which safeguards the population 
of this country. If the United States knows that Stalin has 
announced on several occasions that he intends to produce a 
major economic crisis in the United States by accepting the 
help of skilled mechanics, formulas, patents, long term cred- 
its, loans, machinery, implements, business advice, to be ap- 
plied toward building up industry and strengthening agri- 
culture in the Soviet Union that dumping may be intensified 
and markets ruined—and if the United States and you, Mr. 
President, understands this policy of Stalin and his associates, 
how can you in all conscience recognize the Soviet Govern- 
ment? 

Keeping economic faith with the people of America is an 
essential of good government. Any national leaders who ad- 
vise otherwise, abuse the power granted them by their fellow 
citizens and can be subjected in consequence to the wrath of 
an offended public opinion. 

The United States should not recognize an economic pow- 
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er that has sworn to ruin the economic life of the country 
from which it cunningly seeks recognition. 


S A citizen of the United States I want to feel that this 

government intends to fulfill the high destiny it has 

been accorded in the record of the ages, and in its peculiar 
placement in the orb of civilization. 

Recognizing the Pyramid of Tyranny which controls 
Soviet Russia, and granting recognition to a government 
which maintains itself by Red Terror, Secret Police juris- 
diction, Red Army rule, autocratic edicts and decree, dis- 
franchisement, and economic slavery, is a course of action for 
the United States which would be a national repudiation of 
all that this new nation of ours has stood for over the past 
three hundred years. 

Idealism, democracy, liberty, freedom, humanity, indi- 
vidual initiative, would be utterly shattered by such recogni- 
tion. 

The Soviet government has determined to war on civili- 
zation. 

Recognizing a form of government whose principles ob- 
struct the onward and upward surge of civilization is unthink- 
able in comparison with the history and common sense prac- 
tices of the people of this nation. 


S A citizen of this nation I trust other citizens. I believe 

the people of this nation are too intelligent to let some 
few individuals, accentuated by greed and selfish ambition, 
betray the majority. 

It is no argument worth offering to a thinking citizenry 
to say that we need to recognize tyranny and murder and 
revolution for the sake of a puny trade which we must our- 
selves finance at the expense of a possible total loss to our- 
selves and our posterity. 

Profits stained with blood are not profits to be coveted 
by true Americans. 

The Dawes Plan, the Young Plan, the dumping of 
worthless foreign bonds into this country, the defaulting on 
foreign loans, the depreciation of currency, the shipment of 
our gold abroad, are all subjects which have quickened our 
reactions as a people to wholesale deception. 

As a straightforward, conscience-possessing nation we do 
not propose to be stampeded into recognition of Russia—So- 
viet Russia—with all which that step would imply of person- 
al sacrifice and national dishonor. 


S AN American citizen I welcome better conditions which 
may be in store for the American people who labor with 
hand and brain. Recognition of Soviet Russia would retard 
the betterment of social and industrial conditions in the Unit- 
ed States, for our country would then be forced to compete 
with enslaved labor! 

Labor in Soviet Russia is forced by industrial ukase to 
work only where it is sent. Men and women may be herded 
together and driven thousands of miles from their former 
residences, and they are not allowed to protest such treat- 
ment, 

They cannot own stock, houses, barns, private house- 
furnishings, mills, factories, banks. They cannot even de- 
posit any large sum of money in a bank and hope to claim it 
as their own. They do not have the chance to earn large 


wages. They cannot buy and sell, grow or eat the quantity 
of products which they need for a healthy, normal existence, 
without Soviet supervision, control, and restriction. 

Recognizing a country which has used a system of forced 
labor for its city workers, and has liquidated its well-to-do 
peasants, is to strike a blow at the personal security of the 
American farmer, the American business man and the Amer- 
ican workman. 


S AN American citizen I glory in the fact that the free- 

dom of our national life enables the individual to choose 

his or her own religion according to the dictates of personality 
and inherent craving for liberty of soul. 

The Soviet Government has placed over an archway for 
all the world to read, the inscription: Religion is the Opium 
of the People! 

Again it declares: “The Soviet Government has no use 
for any religion, it is against any religion.” 

It cries out: “Abolish belief in God!” 

It argues that every Communist should be “God-less.” 

Lenin’s widow teaches that every boy and girl in Soviet 
Russia should be dispassionately “anti-religious.” She uses 
the thought that it is not enough to be irreligious but Com- 
munists should be “anti-religious.” 

Cathedrals and their marvelous bells have been wrecked 
and silenced. Religious leaders have been murdered. 

Our forebears came to this country for solace and free- 
dom to worship as they individually desired. To recognize 
“God-less” Russia would be stopping the clock of time and 
scoffing at the Christ. 


S A citizen of America I favor maintaining a high stand- 
ard of home life in this nation. Recognizing Soviet Rus- 
sia would tend to break down the home life of this country. 
Soviet Russia has already flooded the United States with 
doctrines detrimental to marriage and the well-being of the 
family. The Communist Manifesto urges the abolition of 
private property, the abolition of all morality, the abolition 
of marriage, the abolition of family relations. 

The Soviet Union had as its first Secretary of the Com- 
mission for women and Children a revolutionary who stood 
for free love and the destruction of marriage and child- 
training in the home. 

According to a decree, a man may have as many as thirty 
wives in ten years, if he lives in Soviet Russia! 

Investigators who speak the dialects of Soviet Russia 
have penetrated the hinterland districts, even into the so- 
called “deaf” areas. They have announced that they have 
discovered intense suffering of women and children as the 
result of the new customs inflicted upon the people by the 
Communist teaching of the Communist Manifesto as inter- 
preted there since 1917.

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Heard Above the Din of 
the Wailing Wall.... 


HE NRA was characterized as “quack 
economics of the lowest order” by Dr. 
Gus W. Dyer, professor of economics 
of Vanderbilt University, in an address 
November 9th at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
before a meeting arranged by the Ten- 
nessee Manufacturers’ Association. 

Dr. Dyer said that constitutional 
rights had been abolished, a dictator- 
ship set up in Washington, and proper- 
ty is being confiscated. He predicted 

S55 that the courts would set aside the re- 

covery legislation and that the American people would de- 

mand a return to “the freedom of the individual.” 

“What increase in business we have had under NRA,” 
Dr. Dyer said, “has been not on account of it but in spite of 
it, and because of the millions the government has been scat- 
tering everywhere it can.” 

As to the dictatorship he said existed, Dr. Dyer asserted: 
“Congress repudiated the Constitution and we were put un- 
der a dictator. I don’t say Roosevelt is a dictator, but a dic- 
tator may be one man or fifty men, and Washington is a 
dictator.” 

This in substance was the gist of the doughty Doctor’s 
remarks. Many of the Tennessee newspapers reported his 
speech in full and it ran to a couple of newspaper columns. 
They were not, of course, fully aware of what jeopardy they 
ran from their Jewish advertisers in thus castigating the 
Zionist scheme for recovery by strong-arming the Gentile 
and gradually forcing him out of business. By this time, 
however, they have probably learned what a faux paus they 
made in thus giving publicity to the Doctor’s un-Duck-like 
expression of opinion. 


"THE DOCTOR’S reference to certain benefits supposed 

to derive from NRA but really coming from the mil- 
lions which the government is everywhere scattering, brings 
up the interesting little “chasing of the devil about the 
stump” which our so-called representative government seems 
to be doing these hectic days in the matter of providing itself 
with funds. 

Gradually it is occurring to the average business man to 
wonder where the “government” is getting all this golden 
flood of cash which it is appropriating right and left for this 
and that administrative palliative. 

A few months ago the Treasury seemed to be so broke 
that it was unable to go on paying the war veterans their com- 
pensation, and whole government bureaus were cut to the 
bone in order to balance the budget. And yet a mysterious 
supply of cash always seems to come to hand when the ba- 
ruchcrats want to further any of their little pet schemes for 
recovery. 


The answer, of course, is bond issues. When the presid- 
ium wants more cash it calls upon the Treasury to float an- 
other bond issue. The government printing presses get busy 
—without the slightest consultation with the public whose 
taxes must later settle for all this indebtedness—and print up 
a mammoth sheaf of nice new mortgages for our children and 
our children’s children to settle for. Whereupon various 
banks and other financial institutions are practically called 
upon to “buy” these bonds. They have little choice in the 
matter. There are too many ways in which the Administra- 
tion can take reprisals on them if they do not. So the bonds 
are “bought” and the Administration waxes jubilant over the 
fact that it has a nice pot of fresh cash to “pump back” into 
industry and stimulate recovery. But the Hebrews go on 
piling up the interest. 

That in the matter of the public indebtedness we have 
scarcely gotten through paying as yet for the war of 1812, 
and that these bond issues are mounting up to such staggering 
proportions that generations are going to be required to pay 
them off—indeed, if they are ever paid off—is nobody’s bus- 
iness. The thing is to get the ready cash. So Uncle Sam, a 
man in bed sick unto death, is persuaded to sign his name 
on more and more dotted lines. And on this spree of high 
finance, there is “plenty of money” in the public Treasury 
and recovery goes merrily forward with NRA getting the 
credit for the construction work that is returning to the work- 
ing public a pittance of what it has already paid into the 
banks as deposits or seen go by the board in various types of 
bank failures and defalcations. 

Bonds, bonds, and more bonds! Its a great racket. If you 
want money for this and that pet project, advancing your 
soviet dictatorship, just issue more bonds. Ultimately, of 
course, these mountains of bonds are going to default, and 
the nation is going to find itself in one sweet mess. 

Of course in that day the Jewish usurers are going to 
step in and say: “You’re practically bankrupt. You’ve made 
a complete fizzle of your financial affairs. You owe us so 
much money that we’ll have to take you over in a common 
business receivership.” And forthwith they will probably 
attempt to do it. 


HAT a joyous racket it is, played with the pocketbook 

and bank account of the average citizen in the name of 

patriotism and a return of prosperity. But if you as one of 

the payers of all this sovietized madness are not too bedeviled 

to do any thinking whatsoever, consider the merry-go-round 

on which your dollar rides in order to make the imbecility 
possible, 

If you pay your money into the government in the form 
of taxes, the Federal Reserve—the pet project and gold 
mine of Mr. Warburg and his associates—comes along and 
“borrows” it at 2 or 3 percent, as occasion arises, that it may 
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turn about and have funds to loan to honest business men at 
6 per cent. If you put it into the nearest Federal Reserve 
bank, the United States comes along to that bank and says: 
“Here is a nice new issue of bonds which we want you to 
‘buy,’ and your quota will be such-and-such an amount.” The 
Federal Reserve Bank takes your deposited dollar and “buys” 
a new allotment of these bonds, transfers the money to the 
Washington Oligarchy, and it forthwith proceeds to experi- 
ment with this and that—such as building expensive post of- 
fices while at the same time paring down the staffs in post- 
offices we already possess so that the mails are already be- 
ginning to be crippled, or paying for concentration camps for 
young Jewish and other gentlemen from our cities that they 
may kill grown trees wholesale in order to plant young trees 
at retail and possibly be distributed in the remote country 
districts to run amuck as expedient among the countryfolk 
and terrorize them in the event of the Jewish world-revolu- 
tion arriving on schedule. 

The Federal Reserve Banks borrow from the Treasury 
when the Treasury is flush with taxes, and the Treasury bor- 
rows from the Federal Reserve and gives bonds in exchange 
when the Federal Reserve has its gold literally dripping and 
tinkling out of its windows. 

This, ladies and gentlemen, is the way that these big 
Hebrews juggle your funds to bring about recovery in the 
name of sovietized internationalism. And you stand for it 
because any protest that is effective would smack of violence, 
or Hitlerism, and God told you a long time ago that these 
usurers were His Chosen People and anything they do to 
you, your children, or your institutions was quite all right 
with Him, and you have it coming to you anyway because 
you yourself did not happen to be born a Jew. Merely a 
Christian, put on earth as a sort of animal creation to serve 
these Israelites—according to the statements of their rabbis! 

No matter how bad things get, or how hungry you and 
your family may be, nothing must be done to disturb this 
racial exploitation. You exist to be bilked. 


ONCERNING this matter of bankers being forced to 

“buy” government bonds whether they wish to do so or 
not: consider this “inside story” rife in Washington at the 
moment. 

It is reported that quite recently the Treasury, wanting 
more funds to execute the palliatives of the American polit- 
bureau, announced a new bond issue. Presumably the $850,- 
000,000 over which F. D. was so exultant as coming from 
the bond issue of the early autumn has all been spent in these 
imbecilic schemes for recovery, bluntly called “quack eco- 
nomics” by the Tennessee professor, so more cash must be 
forthcoming. 

Anyhow, the banks were informed that a nice new print- 
ing of lithographed paper was about ready from the govern- 
ment printing presses and would the banks kindly send check, 
each and severally, for their sheafs of same. But for once it 
is alleged that certain bankers rebelled. Obviously they had 
so much of the politbureau’s lithographed product that tak- 
ing on more might become a worse tragedy than it is at 
present. 

Whereupon the popular “cracking down” policy was 
called up and executed. The Washington report, not made 
public anywhere in the satrap newspapers, has it that the 
politbureau said: “Very well, then. If you don’t care to buy 


our lithographed paper at a million a bundle, we will show 
you what happens to you. Congress has given the Adminis- 
tration the authority to issue $3,000,000,000 in paper cur- 
rency whether it has any gold equivalent behind it or not. 
If you do not play the game like nice little boys we will 
throw the switch on the printing presses, print up a vast snack 
of greenbacks and redeem the bonds you are already holding 
with this ‘money.’ That will swap several billions of gov- 
ernment paper paying a nice rate of interest, for several bil- 
lions of government paper carrying not a cent of interest. 
How will you like that? Furthermore, remember that this 
greenback money does not have to be redeemed at any special 
time, if ever. It can just wear out and disintegrate as paper in 
your vaults, and where will you get any increment from it?” 

The bankers are reported to have seen the point and their 
specifications as to quantities of these new bonds they would 
“buy” began to arrive by wire. The politbureau got its cash. 
Later, of course, the banks can turn about and re-borrow this 
wealth from the Treasury at 2 or 3 per cent again. Nothing 
matters but the interest. 


ND the utter callousness with which such proceedings are 
put over, surpasses belief. One of our Philadelphia Sil- 
ver Shirts recently came into possession—or had it tendered 
to him—of a $20 gold certificate, which he reports as a Fed- 
eral Reserve note, in a business transaction. Jt was dated 
October 7, 1933, several weeks after the nation had gone off 
the gold standard according to politbureau ukase. In other 
words, it seems that despite the Presidential ruling, the Fed- 
eral Reserve organization was continuing to put out bank- 
notes payable in gold when the politbureau said that people 
should go to jail for trading in that commodity, via banks 
or otherwise. 

Our Silver Shirt took the gold note as an exhibit and car- 
ried it to a Philadelphia bank. He called attention to the 
date on its face and demanded that it be redeemed in gold as 
it specified. ‘Don’t be silly,” said the banker. “It can’t be 
done.” “But this note says it can be done!” our Silver Shirt 
protested—to see what attitude the banker would take. 
“Well, it can’t be done. That note is no good, insofar as we 
are concerned,” he was advised. “You mean it isn’t money?” 
asked the Silver Shirt. “Nope. And if you try to cash it 
you'll go to jail,” he was told. “But one of your Federal 
Reserve Banks has put it out as money, and it was obviously 
printed on October 7 in Washington. How do you get around 
that?” “We don’t try to get around it,” was the calm re- 
sponse. “But there’s no head and tail to anything,” the Sil- 
ver Shirt cried angrily, “it doesn’t make sense, excepting that 
the government itself, or the Federal Reserve, is putting out 
‘queer’ currency insofar as its transactional or redemption 
value is concerned!” “Mebbe,” he was answered, “and what 
are you going to do about it?” 

Again we ask tritely, is it time for the Silver Shirts in 
this nation? 

And in the face of such things going on in Washington, 
Moley, Richberg, et al, are using the press and radio to ad- 
vise the American people that it won’t be long now before the 
hungry citizenry will be handed out red food tickets and 
standing in line for their daily rations in the most approved 
Soviet manner. . 

And speaking of gold redemptions, let it be known that
